MOBILIZATION OF SAILORS.

rite Tlioimnnd May Be Concentrat-
ed Here.

Secretary Long has under consid-
eration a proposition to mobilize at
Washington or Norfolk the natal mil-
itia organizations not already drafted
into the naal serIce. By such action
departmental experts say it wll be
possible to collect at least 5,000 men
from whom can be selected a body of
picked sailors for duty either on the
mosquito fleet or with tlie. coasfalgnal
service.

By mobilizing the naval militia, or-
ganizations naval experts point out
that the department will have at Its
disposal a force which can be quickly
distributed along the coast at any
place selected. The matter has been
brought before the department in an-
ticipation of the passage by Congress
of the naval reserve bill now pending.
This bill places gTeat rtesitJnslbUlty
In the hands of Rear Admiral Erben.
retired, who has charge of the mos-
quito fleet. Not only will the depart-
ment impress Into service naval mil-
itiamen, but under the proposed law-i- t

will be able to enlist men Into the
auxiliary navy for coast defense pur-
poses purely.

Secretary Long haa relieved Capt.
T. F. Kane, retired, from duty as
superintendent of the coast .signal
service, and the naval war board has
been considering the names of vari-
ous officers to assign to duty In his
stead. Before Capt. Kane was select
ed the nanie of Rear Admiral J. G.
Walker was seriously considered, but
his application for duty requests that
he be assigned to a command afloat.

Having received the approval ot the
President the bill is now a law, and It
contains a clause authorizing the Chief
Executive to make any or all of Its pro-

visions Immedlateb operative. The
given b this clause will be In-

voked b several bureau chiefs who are
desirous of securing money to continue
their work of preparing the men-of-w- ar

to engage In battle.
Perhaps the most Important appropria-

tion whose employment will be sought Is

that of 50.000 for the purchase or manu-
facture of guns for auxillarj cruisers.
Capt. Charles O Nell. Chief of the Bureau
of Ordnance, estimated that at least JTiOO,-0-

should be appropriated, but this sum
was cut down by the House Naval Com-
mittee. As soon as the mone has been
placed at his disposal Capt. O'Nell will
enter into contracts for guns for sec-
ondary batteries and for castings for guns
up to six Inches in caliber.

Capt. ONeil will also urge the Presi-
dent to permit him to contract for caps
for armor-piercin- g shells to the extent of
&0.000. Twentj-fiv- e thousand dollars are
appropriated for the conversion of
breech-loadin- g guns Into rapid flrers, and
Capt. O'Nell will ask for this sum.

Captain O Nell, In conjunction with
Chief Naval Constructor Hlchborn and
Engineer-ln-Chl- ef Melville, will request
that several hundred thousand dollars
appropriated for the completion of the
Chicago and Atlanta and the purchase
and Installation of their batteries shall be
placed at their disposal without delay.
In order that these cruisers may be fin-
ished and placed In service as soon as
possible.

The law contains an appropriation of
$1,000,000 for smokeless powder. Captain
O'Nell placed contracts with money glv en
him from the national defense fund for
as much of this explosive can be turned
out, and he believes it will be useless to
attempt to place any further contracts
at present.

There Is some talk of bu lng smokeless
powder abroad. Notwithstanding the
neutrality of Europe, there are firms
which have announced to the department
their willingness to sell goods and bring
them to the United States, payment to
be made upon delivery. Great Britain
manufactures a smokeless powder, known
as cordite, and on account of Its dan-
gerous character it Is doubtful If It will
be purchased. 4

Taking advantage of the authority con
ferred upon him bj the lawv Secretary
Long has determined to aonolnt Lieuten
ant F. F. Flstcher, an ordn4ncf expert,
assistant cniei or tne Bureau of Ord-
nance The lieutenant Is nJw on duty
as an assistant to Captain O'Nell.

Adv Ice From the Conrrler des Ktata-Va- la.

The Courrler des Btats-Unl- s, the of-

ficial organ of the French population
la the United States, published yes-ter-

the full text of .the declaration
of neutrality recently issued by the
French republic Commenting editor-
ially on this declaration the Courrler.
in part. sas:

"This declaration of neutrality only
applies to those Frenchmen who have
retained their French nationality and
who, although residing temporarily In
the United States.have remained cit-
izens of the French republic On the
other hand, the declaration does not
apply to those who, having taken out
Amerlcart naturalization papers, have
lost their claim to French protection.
In becoming American citizens the lat-
ter have renounced the right to remain
neutral In the war between the United
States and Spain. Their duty Is to
make common cause with their adopt-
ed country, with the 'United States
against Spain. They" "have become
Americans by acts ofthoir own wills,
and the same as they enjoy the bene-
fits of their new nationality, they must
accept all Its duties) and responsibili-
ties.

"As to Frenchmen,
who are very numerous among our
readers, we urge them not to forget,
while observing the neutrality pro-
claimed by the French government,
that they are enjoving the hospitality
of the United States. Whatever may
be their opinions on the cause of the
actual conflict, they should abutain
from all manlfestatitMb likely to
wound American susceptibilities.
When the patriotic senliments of a
people are aroused by 'nan It 111 be-
comes foreign residents to go against
these sentiments Siltnce is their first
duty. Moreover, can Frenchmen, tor-- ,

get that tne United States ,are the
tradition alallles of France. and that
the name of Lafayette is as, popular
here as that of Washington?"

BOABD OF TBADE LOYAL.

Rlntrinsr Reaolntluna Adopted by the
Kew York Chaaiker of Coaimeree.
New Tork. May 6. The rooms of the

Chamber of Commerce rang with patriot-
ic speeches a'nd sheers In applause of
them at the 130th annual meeting of that
body esterday. There was the usual Im-

portant business of an annual meeting to
transact, but the war completely over-

shadowed It.
President Seth Low, of Columbia Col-

lege, started the ball of patriotic fervor
rolling by presenting resolutions pledging
the chambers unqualified and hearty
support to the President and Congress of
the United States in the conduct of the
war." He followed the reading of the
resolutions with a speech; In which he
said:

"I have heard It said in many quarters
that the war is needless and ought to
have been avoided. In the same nay It
was said lo me not many months ago that
our civil war was needless and ought to
have been avoided."

Former Governor Levi P. Morton sec-
onded President Low's resolutions, and
William E. Dodge and Former Mayor
JAbranVS. Hewitt made stirring speeches
in support of Each speak-
er was frequently interrupted by

the most vigorous hand clannlnc
rand cheering occurring at mention of

Commodore Dewey's name or reference
to his world-fame- d exploit In Manila Bay.

"For twenty-fiv- e years," declared Mr.
Hewitt, "the Government or the United
States and its people have been trying to
avoid war with Spain. In 1873. after the
Virgtnius outrage, the tact of Grant and
the diplomacy of Hamilton Fish enabled
us to compose our differences w Ithout re-
sort to the dread arbitrament of war. Iam satisfied that we made a mistake. It
would have been' better twenty-fiv- e jean?ago to have settled with Spain then once
for all. as we are doing now."

The chamber loudly applauded Mr.
new in s utterance.

In his speech Mr. Dodge suggested that
the Chamber of Commerce committee to
be appointed under Seth Low's resolution
should provldo or help to provide for the
comfort of the soldiers in the field by
means of such work as was so efficiently
done by the Sanitary Commission during
tne civil war.

The resolutions were passed unanimous-
ly. They are as follows;

Whereas the people of the United States, by
the alasost umuuaaous action of their Govern-
ment, are at war with Spain for the purpose of
leeunne; for the people of Cuba a free and stable
CDremment; and

Whereas ererr instinct of humanity and pa-

triotism demands thai. ia such a controversy,
the people sustain the Government with all thrir
nower: therefore, be it

the state ot New aorK. miDOlul el its own loval
and patriotic past, nerebr pledges Its unqualified
and hearty support to the President and Con-
gress of the Imited States ia the conduct of the
war.

Kesolved. That the chamber will wilHnelr and
heartily bear its share of the commoa bordena.
whatever they may ne, to the end that such a
peace may be peedfly obtained as will iaare to
the benefit of our Cuban neishbora and to the
domestic quiet and prosperity of the United
acatea, i.
